It would seem that nothing would be lost,
and’' no great inconvenience to anyone would
be caused, by installation of meters for a fair
trial period, On the other hand, Torrance may
learn—as so many other cities already have—
meters often go a long way toward solving
the parking problem, Often, the very persons
most opposed .to parking meters become
boosters after they have discovered their
practical convenience,

being locked in the County Jail with criminals
and perverts while they wait for juvenile court
hearings and studies to determine what is to
become of them.

Some are juet average kids in trouble;
some are homeless; others are being detained

b of 8! home i Still
others are under investigation for gerlous
orimes.

A growing number of youths must be
turned loose by authorities to continue law-
breaking because the jail and all other facili-
ties are too crowded.

Such intolerable conditions as these pro-
vide a “Crime School” whlch only adds to the
juvenile problem,

- They mean heartbreak for the minor
offenders, primarily detained because they are
homeless, deserted or have been treated
cruelly by adults, !

They mean that petty violators without
previous records learn how to be a “big-shot
criminals,” infecting. the neighborhood to
which they return,

Law enforcement is hampered by lack of
facilities for detaining youthful law violators
while their cases and associates are investi-
gated,

Passage of Proposition “A” on the June 8
ballot will relieve these dangerous and in-
human conditions.

Depth of Controversy
DOUBLE PURPOSE: It Is
clear now that the term “Army-
McCarthy controversy” was a
misnomer and the the more
accurate term is the Adminis-
tration-McCarthy controversy.
Call it what you will, it actual-
ly is a ‘“get McCarthy” cam-
paign in which the administra-
tion is strongly aided by the
communists and fellow travel-
ers, by the ADA, and by the
left wing elements in both par-
ties who are more concerned

with making political hay
than with rooting out com-
munists,

The scheme behind this con-
troversy is not new, It began
with Franklin D. Roosevelt,
who threw his 1032 platform
overboard upon his inaugura-
tion in 1938 and started the
development of steadily in-
creasing power for the execu-
tiva branch of our government,

This scheme serves a double
purpose, It provides more pow-
er and less interference for
the executive department and
at the same time it fits in
with the plans of the Marxist.
minded leftwingers and inter-
nationalists, for both the ex-
ecutive department and the
Marxists know full well that
a strong Congress is, in ef-
fect, the American people and
therefore a force to be reckon-
ed with,

Since the earliest days of the
Dies committee, exccutive be-
littlement of the actlvities of
duly constituted committees of
the Congress and their chalr-
men seeking to expose subver-
sives has been a continual ac-
tion, In the case of Hisen-
hower it 1s an action which
violates his own campaign
piedge to root out communists,
pinks, and subversives from
government agencles.

SPECIOUS INFERENCE: Fol-
lowing the Roosevelt example,
the Truman administration de-
vised the term “red herring"
for the disclosures made by
congressional committees in
trying to rid our government
of active communists and com-
munist dupes. A more subtle
device is now in use,

Currently we are told by the
,chief executive and the attor-
ney general that it is the sola
r ility of the e
branch to enforce the laws and
that such responsibility can't
be usurped by any individual,
This statement, as have other
executive department state.
ments, containg an element of
speciousness due to the cir-
cumstances and conditions un-
der which it was made. ' The
inference by Eisenhower and
Brownell is that Senator M .
thy is attempting to enforce
the laws and usurp an execu.
tive responsibility,

This patently is not true.
Senator McCarthy Is the chair-
man of a Senate investigating
committee which has been
duly authorized to investigate
subversion, among other things,
for the sole purpose of deter-
mining whether the executive
branch of our government has
been performing its task of ad.
ministering the laws of the
land, He is completely with.
out the power to prosecute, in-
dict, or sentence, Yet in try-
ing to create the impression
that he has attempted to do
80, the president and the at.
torney general are leaning hea-
vily on what they apparently

hope is the ignorance of the
American people with respeot
to the functions of their gov-
ernment,

NO FACTUAL BASIS: Again
by inference and not hy name,
Eisenhower and Brownell have
accused McCarthy of seeking
“to set himself above thelaws
of our land.” This inferential
charge has not the slightest
basis In fact and cannot have
until such time as some fur.
ther presidential edlct may de-
clare all congressional investi-
gations to be illegal; for if an
investigating committee is to
form its authorized fune-
tions it must seek information
and it must accept informa-
tion from any source, to in:
ciude federal employes.

Another device used in an
attempt to discredit McCarthy
is the interpretation given to
the press by the White House
press secretary, who said
that the Eisenhower-Brownell
statement had reference to giv:
ing classified information
persons “not authorized' to
receive it, As chairman of the
Senate Committee on Govern-
ment Operations, why should
Senator McCarthy be consider-
ed “not authorized” to receive
confidential information per-
taining to subversion and mis.
conduct in government?
deed, this ig precisely the in.
formation his committee was
created to receive,

If the president and the at-
torney general feel that Sena-
tor McCarthy, as chairman of
the Senate Committee on Gow
ernment Operations, is not a
person authorized to receive
confidential information with
respect to government operas
tions, and has no right to in.
vestigate defense departments
and installations, they should
refer to Article I, Section 8,
Clause 14 of the Constitution
of the United States,
says that the Congress shall

have the power “To make rules ‘"

for the government and regu.
lation of the land and naval
forces.”
